The car was owned by Dennis 
Shea, of Ironwood, and besides Mc- 
Rae, Will Jennings, Bud Wallers, all, 
Ironwood young men, there was an- 
other passenger whose name was 
not learned. Shea was driving the 
auto. It was while neanng the nui 
that Jennings changed places with 
Shea, Ihe former taking the wheel. 
This action proved disastrous and as 
a result Jennings lost control of the 
car and it plunged over 'Ihe steep 
embankment. SIcRae jumped in an 
effort-to save himself from death 
but instead he received a death 
blow from the footboard and struck 
the ground in a heap. The other

Springtime appetites should be'as 


fresh and unspoiled as Is the spring 
Itself. But too often the spring appe- 
tite Is dulled and It Is only by dint 
of constant care the housekeeper or 
cook Is able to provide a tempting 
diet on the spring table. 


Winter fare palls at this season. 


And tie nsnal winter condiments and 
appetizers • fail to work successfully. 
Mustard pickles, chowchow, cole slaw, 
ollres—all hare lost their winter trick 
cf whetUng the appetite. Celery has 
literally lost most of Its crlspness and 
sweetness by spring. New appetizers 
and relishes must be relied on to give 
point-to the dally diet. 


Cucumbers are one reliable, spring 


relish. There Is, of course, much ob- 
Jectioa to cucumbers en the ground 
cf indlgestlbnity. They are usually 
Indigestible—that nobody can deny. 
Bat eome people do not find them so, 
and eat then without fear.

they are not taboo on your table, 
make nse of them. It Is a good plan 
to slice them thinly and place 'them 
In Iced water in the refrigerator for 
an hour before wing them. Then 
dress th»jn with oil and vinegar and 
serve them with fish. Or dice them 
and mix them with diced green pep- 
per and celery, with mayonnaise,' la 
caps of lettuce leaves as a salad. 


Tomatoes, too, can be made to serve 


admirably the purpose of whetting 
tte appetite.

MAKES BEST IRONING BOARD 


Housewife Tells Tow Useful Apaur- 


teninca 'for the Kitchen May 


Be Constructed. 
- . 


The most rigid Ironing board I ever 


used a carpenter made for me out ct 
thoroughly seasoned oak. one and one- 
quarter Inches thick, smooth and free 
from knots. 


The length of the board was five 


feet: the width at widest point, 1* 
Inches, which tapered to eight inches, 
then rocnded off. 


On the under side of the board were 


fastened two braces or cleats of wood, 
three-quarters of an Inch In thickness 
and three Inches In width. 


One of the braces was made flush 


with the widest end of the board— 
the front brace, two feet three Inches 
from the wide braces, supported 
tongue that reached the back and rest- 
ed on the floor against the base- 
board. 
, 


Fastened to the brace on the wide 


end of the Ironing board were two 
sections of a pair of loose Joint 
hinges, co fastened that they would 
fit Into the remaining part of the hinge 
that had been previously made fast to 
the window sill. 


This enabled me to couple my Iron- 


ing board to the window sill. The 
tocgue that supported the front cf tha 
Ironing board was made fast to the 
cleet by a strap hinge. 


\Vhcn not la use the board was eas- 


ily removed, the tongue placed against 
the board, then placed behind a daor 
or In a closet. When In use I steply 
had Ironing' board perfection, because 
the window flooded with light the 
work I was doing and the article be- 
ing Ironed seemed to be on a founda- 
tion as solid as the floor, while the 
construction of the device allowed cne 
to iron any garment on It without zaus- 
elng. 
-. Any Ironlns board can be fixed In 
the same way by adding a cleat and 
tongue.—Exchange.

Proper Ingredients for Crust of Pie— 


Easy' Method cf Opening 


Glass Fruit Jars. 


It will aid the young housekeeper 


to know Just what to use to make 
crust for one pie. Here Is a reliable 
recipe: 


Take one generous half-pint of pas- 


try flour, one generous tablespooaful 
of shortening, half a teaspoonful of 
salt, half a teaspoonful cf baking 
powder. Sift the dry Ingredients, rub 
In the shortening, moisten with cold 
water only sufficiently to roll outr- 
wet pie crust Is never crisp; a quarter 
of a cupful of water should bo ample 
Roll thin. 


Pie crust should be rolled In cne 


direction—away from you. 


Do not put meat directly on the Ice; 


It draws the Barer and spoils It. 


A cloth moistened with alcohol Is 


effectual In cleaning piano keys. 


Place tiny canton Cannel disks or 


soft doilies between your decorated 
plates when not In use, as a protec- 
tion. 


It^ls easy to open glass fruit Jars 


without the aid of a knife If a hot 
store-plate Is put'on top and allowed 
to remain for three minutes; this will 
allow tee lid to be easily unscrewed 
and not Injure It. 


Timely Tips. 


If you wish to make a rissole, first 


prepare the mince. Then heat'it la 
a good, thick brown or white eauce. 
according to the color of the 'meat 
you use, and be very careful about the 
seasoning, which may consist of pep- 
per, salt, celery salt cayenne, parsley, 
finejy grated.lemon peel, mushroom 
catchup, and (If you are oslng chick- 
en or game) a little haia or bacon. 


Warm the well-flavored mince In 


well-flavored sauce and see that the 
mixture Is of the thickness of por- 
ridge. Then turn It on to a dish and 
let It become cold. When cold It will 
stiffen a little more, and with'well- 
floured hands yoa can form It Into 
the shape you prefer. Have ready a 
beaten egg yolk, and brush over, and 
roll In fine crumbs.

gently -warmed, coagulation, or hard- 
ening, do«s not at once take place, 
although the substance cay be per- 
fectly cooked. But If plunged at once 
Into boiling, water or liquid the alba- ' 
men becomes tough and far less de». 
sirable as "a food element It Is. there- 
fore, much better to cook eggs by • 
some other method than direct boil- 
Ing; steaming, poaching or "coddling": 
keeps the albumen soft while cook- ' 
Ing. For 
dishes requiring 'hard- 


boiled- eggs. It Is best to let them* 
simmer for about twenty minutes, so» 
that the white will be solid, yet ten- 
der, and the yolk dry and mealy. Fry- 
Ing, or coating the egg directly wlthl i 
fat, also hardens the alb-men and. 
makes It less digestible. 
It la far 


better to put the eggs In a bettered 
dish and "shirr" or bake then la tha 
oven. The secret of successful dishes 
like the omelet, which Is made so well 
abroad, lies all In the temperature of 
the pan, the fat an! the quietness 
and skill with which It la handled 
before allowed to become tough or 
stringy. 


Eggs contain no starchy qualities. 


This teachei us to bnlld up our egg- 
menus with starches such as potatoes, 
rice, macaroni Eggs also need to bo 
serred with fat, which does notraeaa 
frying In fat. but a sauce or dressing: 
containing butter or other oil.

An error common to housewives la 


to relegate the use of eggs chiefly toi ' 
cakes and puddings, adding these t» 
an already heavy meat meal. Sinca 
eggs are the equivalent of meat. If 
•we use them generously In a puddins 
we do not then need meat In our first 
course. SImllarily, It Is unwise die-! 
tetlca to rerve a heavy, rich cake aa! 
the last course of a dinner beginning 
•with a fatty meat like lamb. wh!c?i!
